In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the rejection employed improper hindsight 
because the Navarro reference, which applicant sets forth as being the state of the art, does not recognize the 
desirability of using applicant's wave length. The examiner disagreed, noting that Goldman et al seek to heat tissue, 
and specifically teach that laser energy is an appropriate form of energy to employ in prodiucing this heating. Th 
examiner further noted that Dew et al specifically teach that the 1 .32 micron wavelength is useful for heating tissue and 
can be used to denature the tissue and as such is properly combined under 35 U.S.C. 103. 
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
